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The cover illustration shows the Imperial State 
Crown. In the Coronation Ceremony, the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury first places upon the King's 
head the historic Crown of St. Edward. A moment 
later this is removed and His Majesty himself 
places upon his head the Imperial State Crown. 
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to many lips and minds since that momentous 
x^ December day last year when the Duke of York 


To those who know him best it seemed at 
AAA first that this likeness to his father might do the 
new King a grave injustice at the very outset of his reign. 
They feared lest people should see in his accession a mere 
“ putting back of the clock ” after an interlude unprecedented 
in the history of the Crown. They feared especially that the 
nations of the Empire, who as yet know comparatively little 
of the new monarch, might regard him merely as a shadow 
of his father, without personality or character of his own. 


Those fears, happily, were short-lived. King George VI 
has already given proof that he is a man of independent 
thought, of clear-cut and individual personality. The record 
of his life is the story of a man who mapped out a career for 
himself and pursued it with courage and tenacity. It has 
given him a steadfastness which he might not have possessed 
had he received the wider but less thorough training of Heir 
to the Throne. 


* He was born on December 14, 1895, at York Cottage, 
Sandringham. “I have heaps of names; do you want them 
all?” he once said to an autograph hunter in Barbados. The 
* heaps of names " with which he was christened were actually 
only four: Albert Frederick Arthur George. All members 
of the Royal Family born in Queen Victoria's lifetime were 
christened Albert in honour of her beloved Prince Consort ; 
but our present King is the only one who has used the name 
officially. 


4 Like his father, he was destined for the sea, and at the age 
of thirteen he was sent to Osborne as a naval cadet. Life at 
Osborne was hard—doubly hard for a Prince who had to 
learn other professions besides that of the Navy. Rising each 
morning at 6.30, he had to attend classes in mathematics, 
navigation, and all the normal school subjects; he learnt

seamanship and gunnery with the rest; but when the time 


came for play, Prince Albert often had to stay behind. His 
special studies in languages and history, designed to fit him 
for a public career, could mot be neglected; his own tutor 
accompanied him to Osborne. 


4 Two years at Osborne were followed by two at Dartmouth 
to complete his naval training, and in 1913 the eighteen-vear- 
old Prince Albert joined his first ship. He set out in H.M.S. 
Cumberland for a cruise to the West Indies and Canada. Perhaps 
because of his natural gravity and his love of study, he had 
received at Osborne the nickname of “Dr. Johnson,” and 
it stuck to him throughout his naval career. To his superior 
officers he was Midshipman Prince Albert; in the wardroom, 
always “ Dr. Johnson.” 


{| Illness twice interrupted his naval career and finally made 
him, to his lasting regret, a landsman altogether. At Ottawa 
he caught measles—not a very serious complaint, but one 
which may have laid him open to more serious trouble which 
was to come. 


4 In August, 1913, he was well enough to go to sea again, 
this time in H.M.S. Collingwood. When war broke out he 
rejected with scorn a suggestion that he should be given a 
post of safety at home, and he proceeded on active service 
with the Grand Fleet. Illness soon claimed him once again, 
and he was invalided ashore for an appendicitis operation. 
Slow months of convalescence followed, then to his delight 
and pride the Prince was well enough to rejoin his ship and 
to serve in the greatest naval engagement of the war—the 
Battle of Jutland. His ship, the Co//ingwood, engaged a German 
light cruiser, and throughout the battle Prince Albert was at 
his post in the turret of a 12-inch gun. For his courage and 
coolness he was praised in Jellicoe’s despatches. 


But his first naval engagement was to be his last. Persistent 
ill-health soon made it apparent that he could not remain at 
sea, and he returned home to another sphere of military service. 
He joined the Royal Naval Air Service, and later the Royal 
Air Force. In this new career he showed the same thorough- 


ness and enthusiasm, and to-day he is the only member of the 
Royal Family and the only ruler in the world who holds a 
pilot’s certificate. | 


* Peace brought new problems for Britain, the Empire and 
the world. Preparatory to assuming his share of the burden, 
Prince Albert, with his brother, Prince Henry, went into 
residence at Cambridge and entered enthusiastically into the 
work and life of the University. There was a time, not so 
very long ago, when Princes in residence were hedged about 
by formalities, but Prince Albert was of the new age. He 
took his share in sports and used to cycle to lectures just as 
any other under-graduate. He took up history, economics 
and civics and later put his knowledge to practical use when 
he became a pioneer of industrial and civic welfare. From 
those university days King George has been keenly interested 
in every movement relating to social betterment and has 
proved himself a constructive thinker on these questions. 


* It was in 1920 that Prince Albert was created Duke of York, 
Earl of Inverness and Baron Killarney. This marked the 
real beginning of his public career and he began to identify 
himself prominently with social work. He became President 
of the Industrial Welfare Society, whose purpose he himself 
defined as “to bring about a revival of that spirit of industrial 
comradeship which has taken hold of masters and men in 
the past, and to restore gradually the old sentiments of 
friendship which existed many years ago between employer 
and employed.” 


The Duke of York took his new responsibilites seriously 
and did much to acquaint himself with the working conditions 
of men and women in factories and workshops all over the 
country. He went down mines and hewed coal; he visited 
shipyards and drove rivets; he toured countless factories and 
workshops. 


4 He wanted to learn and know. He asked questions; and 
the questions he asked were not the gracious but meaningless 
inquiries of the traditional Royal visitor. Workmen at the 
bench were astonished to find that he was familiar even with

Interlude 
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the jargon of their trade ; and instead of replying in shy mono- 
syllables they found themselves talking to him as though he 
were a sympathetic foreman. 


It was in 1920, too, that the Duke took his seat in the House 
of Lords and spoke on industrial welfare. But perhaps the 
activity which is best known to the public is that of President 
of the National Playing Fields Association, on behalf of which 
he has been very active. It was in connection with this that 
the Duke put one of his favourite beliefs into practice—the 
belief that the breaking down of artificial barriers is all to the 
good in the solution of social and industrial problems, and 
it was in the summer of 1921 that he organized on his own 
initiative a seaside camp, to which he invited 400 boys—half 
from the great public schools and half from working-class 
homes. The camp was a great success, and is now a popular 
annual event. Each year, under his guidance, 400 boys meet 
for a camp at Southwold, where they play games, join in social 
activities, and in the evenings join in singing songs round the 
fire. In shorts and a shirt the Duke has mixed happily and 


naturally in the life of the camp. 
_*{ The year 1921 saw the Duke’s election to the Jockey Club, 


and on the same day he was gazetted a Group-Captain of the 
R.A.F. The King has always interested himself keenly in 
the progress of aviation, both military and civil, and loses 
no opportunity of furthering the good work, which he has 
himself described as a vital link of Empire. The year 1922 
again saw a multiplicity and catholicity of interests and 
undertakings too numerous to mention. In April he went 
to Belgrade to act at the wedding of King Alexander, of 
Serbia, and Princess Marie, and in October he represented 
his father at the coronation of King Ferdinand of Roumania. 


“А week or two before he set off for Roumania, the Duke 
paid a visit to Glamis Castle, the significance of which future 
events were to make manifest, for in January 1923, the Duke 
became betrothed to the Lady Elizabeth Bowes-Lyon. 


They had met many times before the first at a party when 
Lady Elizabeth was five and Prince Albert a ка а dre ас 
Eton. In 1921 he had stayed at Glamis Castle with his mother 
and sister, but it was not until nearly two years afterwards that 
the Royal engagement was announced. 


© “All the world loves a lover“ and that the Duke of York | 


should choose a commoner as wife appealed to the public, 
particularly the Scottish public, who were delighted with the 
closer link with the British throne. The wedding took place 
in April of that year and the charming smile of the Duchess 
took England by storm. They took her to their hearts with 
right good will and she has remained there ever since. The 
marriage of a Prince in the direct line of succession to a 
commoner was the first that had happened for 250 years. 

Lady Elizabeth was as much at home in England as Scotland. 
She was born and spent her earlier years at St. Paul's Walden, 
Bury, Hertfordshire, her birthday being August 4, 1900, but 
she grew up at Glamis, a castle which looks like a city and 
is as remarkable within as without, being as much associated 
with royalty as with ghosts. The whole history of Glamis 
and the Strathmore family is one to stir the imagination. 
In its present form Glamis Castle dates mostly from the 17th 
century, but the original structure was as old as the 11th 
century, for Macbeth was Thane of Glamis. Sir Walter Scott 
spent a night in the castle when he was twenty, and gives 


a striking recital of his experience in his “Demonology and 
Witchcraft.” | 


Lady Elizabeth was educated entirely at home, and, indeed, 
may be said to have had her interests centred in her home 
life. During a long illness of the Countess of Strathmore, 
it fell to Lady Elizabeth to act as hostess at Glamis, and also 
to deputise for her mother at public engagements. This 
led to the discovery of her ability, nervous and shy though 
she was, to say the right word—an ability which has served 
her in good stead in the higher sphere to which destiny has 
called her. She was in the fullest sense her mother's right 
hand and she went from her home most graciously equipped 
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Her. 4 to play her part for the even more onerous duties which had 
th * befallen her as Duchess of York, and afterwards as First Lady 
e Queen in the Land. ; 


{| Like the King, Queen Elizabeth is thoroughly democratic 
‚and modern, having all the best qualities of the woman of 
to-day and yet, through her upbringing, fully conscious of 
the dignity of her position, while retaining the simplicity and 
charm which can only adorn both queen and commoner alike. 


4 The Duchess naturally continued the fine domestic tradition 
in which she had been brought up and made her home the 
E. A foundation of the public life of the Duke and herself. 


i 


{| The Duke and Duchess were not allowed to remain private 
citizens for long. They were in great demand for innumerable 
public functions, to which they responded nobly. In the 
winter of 1924-5, however, they made an extensive tour through 
East Africa and the Sudan with comparatively few public 
engagements. 


“ The birth of their first child took place on April 21, 1926, 
and before many months were — the Princess Elizabeth 
had made a place for herself in the heart of the public. She 
became the idol of the park-promenading public who showed 
intense interest when the baby Princess was taken for her 
daily rides and afterwards walks. But the quiet enjoyment of 
domestic happiness is not for Royal families for very long, 
and in January 1927, the Duke and Duchess set off on the 
important mission of opening the first Parliament held in the 
Australian capital of Canberra, leaving their eight months old 
baby in the care of her devoted grandparents. 
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4 Тһе Duke and Duchess were welcomed rapturously every- 
where, although the strain of so exhausting a tour took its 
toll of them both. Towards the end of June the Renown 
brought them back to England, and the happy family were 
united once more. 


"in 1930 their second daughter, Princess Margaret Rose, was 
тп. 


* As Duke and Duchess of York, King George VI and Queen 
Elizabeth endeared themselves to the whole British nation. 
Their ideally happy private life captured the imagination of 
the people. The two Princesses have cemented if possible 
the loyalty and affection in which they are held. 


“ Both Princesses have inherited their mother's delicate skin 
and colouring. Intimate friends of the family say that the 
Princess Elizabeth bears a strong resemblance to her paternal 
grandmother at the same age. She is endowed with a sincere, 
independent spirit and a passion for knowledge. Like all 
modern children she loves “doing things,” and clamours to 
be allowed to help her father if he should be mending a radio 
set or a clock (his hobby). She is fond of her lessons. It 
has already been decided that she is not to go away to school 
but, like her mother, be educated at home by governesses and 
tutors. History is her favourite subject and geography comes 
next. She was not fond of French or arithmetic, but is 
getting quite an accomplished linguist and can sing and recite 
in French. From the time when she was barely out of 
babyhood it was compulsory to speak French only at one 
mealtime a week. She has inherited a love of music from her 
mother and already plays simple tunes on her miniature piano. 


4 Being the elder sister, she takes full advantage of her 
prerogatives and directs the games with а masterfulness which 
it is amusing to watch, while winsome Princess Margaret 
Rose follows the lead of her big sister with the adoration that 
only a small sister can give. 


* The little Princesses are leaders of child fashions throughout 
the world. They are dressed with studied . and 
many are the admiring glances which follow their walks abroad. 


“ That an ideally happy married life is not inconsistent with 
Royalty is exemplified in our midst by King George VI and 
Queen Elizabeth with their children the Princess Elizabeth 
and Princess Margaret Rose. That they may live long to 
reign over us is the heartfelt wish of all their subjects.

The old and the modern squads appear together. The old squad 
then goes through various movements of drill with the firelock, 
finishing up with the “Firing Exercise” which was the actual 
method employed in battle. 


The modern squad then goes through corresponding movements 
in present-day drill. The “Firing Exercise” here shewn is 
purely for demonstration purposes to bring out the great difference 
in speed of loading and firing a modern rifle as compared with 
the old “firelock”. The firing drill shewn would not, of course, 


be used in modern warfare. 


HisroRICAL NOTE— 
The uniforms of tbe old squad shew “The Loyal Lincoln Volunteers” in 


1793. Ín that year tbe Lincoln Militia voluntarily became a regular 
regiment, the 815t Foot, and were given the title “The Loyal Lincoln 
Volunteers”. In 1881 the Regiment, as now constituted, was formed by 
uniting the 47th Foot (The Lancashire Regiment) and the 815t. Their 
new title, “The Loyal North Lancashire Regiment,” combined the old 
titles of the two regiments and also brought in the regimental recruiting 
district, which is still North Lancashire. In recognition of its services 
during the Great War, the Regiment was given its present title “The 
Loyal Regiment (North Lancashire)” іп 1920.
